Compromise. ‘ 


There is another compromise on foot 
in Virginia, and as it affects only Vir- 
ginia City and Storey county it is a 
question: for that section to decide. 
The new proposition is only a rehash 
of the old, and means this: ‘‘We are 
compelled to obey your laws—that we 
can clearly see—and now, having de- 
fied them and incurred penalties, we 
merely ask that you remit these pun- 
ishments. Take off the penalties and 
we will now do what we should have 
done months ago.”” Insupport of this 
plea it is argued that when the origi- 
nal tax is paid taxes on other kinds of 
property can be reduced from $2 50 to 
90 cents on the $100. 

This is a singular illustration of the 
weakness which results from a use of 
sophistry. When the original ‘‘bull- 
dose’’ was proposed its effect was to be 
—according to the kingly organs—a 
reduction in other kinds of taxes. We 
said that if ‘the just taxes of the min- 
ing companies were paid the tax could 
then be reduced with ease. This 
stamped us, in the minds of all kingly 
penmen, as lfars and low-browed_ vil- 
lains; but, strange to say, the people. 
supported our view and raised their 
own taxes rather than submit to in- 
justice. Law is now triumphing over 
defiant citizenship, and it is curious to 
note that in order to escape the pen- 
alty which fell upon a 88 the 
monarchs are now ing the argu- 
inents which defe: pied their: previous 
attempt. 

They have al! along said that if we 
had compromised justice taxes could 
have been reduced. They now com- 
promise their defeat by whining out, 
“af you will but allow us to pay your 
first demand, taxes can be reduced 
any way.’ But a short time since the 
great man who catches votes with plat- 
forms tried to place the responsibility 
of high rates with the opponents of 
the compromise. Now his masters 
plainly acknowledge that their refusal 
to pay was the cause. Adding to this 
the fact that the highest power in the 
United States has decided that it was 
just to enforce these taxes, and does it 
no® place the monopolists in a queer 
place? 

The question, however, is for Vir- 
ginia City to decidé, and we have re- 
ferred to the matter merely to show 
that our position inthe premises has 
been correct and is now acknowledged 
by the compromisers themselves. It 


is also advisable to keep the record 
straight upon this question, as it will 
no doubt come up again next year. 


A Prophecy. 


Before passing to the gist of this 
matter we would point out to our Ag- 
ricultural Society the advisability’ cf 
building a pavilion. The present year 
has been a clear and definite state- 
ment of the magnitude which the So- 
ciety is destined to reach, and the ac- 
commodations which will be required. 
There is no time to make improve- 
ments better than the season follow- 
ing great success. Strike while the 


iron is hot; while successful prepare 
for more success. When the Séei 
shall undertake the work of buillli 
we will produce another life’ 
coin in hand. And now for the 
prophecy: 

The virtues of alfalfa are not yot es- 
tablished by any means; the day is 
coming swiftly when it will be ac- 
knowledged the most profitable fodder 
upon which beef can be produced. 
Nevada soil is the very best on this 
- coast for the production of alfalfa. 
Then what more natural than that the 
problem of beef and mutton be solved 
right here for this western coast? . Sit 
down and calculate how many head of 
cattle and sheep you can fatten on 
your farm yearly; multiply this by the 
“number of farms; make further allow- 
ance for farms yet to be, and see 
whether the result will not astonish 
you. . : 

“We believe that alfalfa means beef 
and mutton, and that Reno is to be 
the central point for supplying this 
coast. The point of contest between 
different breeds of cattle, then, and 
that we shall see larger exhibits of 
stock with every year.
